COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 
AS  O F DECEMBER  1 , 1938 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  apples,  were  reduced  moderately  during  November,  accord- 
ing to  the  regular  report  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  showing  cold  storage  holdings  as  of  December  1,  193^* 

Stocks  of  apples  in  cold  storage  on  December  1 were  reported  to  be 
3 percent  larger  than  on  November  1 and  about  13  percent  less  than 
those  of  a year  ago  but  nearly  3 percent  above  the  ^-year  (1933~37) 
average  for  December. 

The  quantity  of  creamery  butter  moving  out  of  storage  during 
November  was  greater  than  the  usual  movement  for  that  month.  Decem- 
ber 1 stocks,  however,  were  l40  percent  above  those  of  December  1, 

^937»  and  7S  percent  above  the  5-year  average  for  December  1. 

Stocks  of  American  cheese  were  reduced  by  nearly  5 percent  during 
the  month  and  on  December  1 were  in  excess  of  those  of  a year 
earlier  by  17  percent  and  larger  than  the  5~year  average  by  about 
the  same  percentage. 

Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  the  lowest  of  record  for  this 
time  of  year  with  one  exception  - that  of  December  1,  1932*  They 
were  46  percent  less  than  on  December  1 a year  ago  and  4l  percent 
less  than  the  5~year  average.  Frozen  egg  meat  stocks  were  also  re- 
duced to  a level  below  average.  They  were  35  percent  below  those 
of  December  1 last  year  and  nearly  6 percent  below  the  5~ye ar  av- 
erage. The  total  case  equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  egg 
stocks  was  40  percent  below  a year  ago  and  24  percent  below  the 
5-year  average. 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  poultry  were  seasonally  increased  by 
52  percent.  While  there  was  a slight  increase  in  total  stocks  of 
frozen  and  cured  meats,  holdings  continued  to  be  very  low,  the 
December  1 figures  again  showing  the  lowest  stocks  on  record  for 
this  date. 

Stocks  of  lard  were  increased  slightly.  And  though  they 
were  more  than  double  those  of  a year  ago,  they  were  still  below 
the  5~year  average. 


Figures  for  the  various  commodities  covered  in  this  re- 
port do  not  represent  total  storage  holdings  nor  do  they  neces- 
-sarUy  include  the  entire  quantities  carried  under  refrigeration. 
They  are  periodically  reported  holdings  of  cold  storage  ware- 
houses  which,  for  purposes  of  this  report,  are  defined  as  places 
"artificially  cooled  to  a temperature  of  45°  Fahrenheit  or  below, 
in  which  food  commodities  are  stored  and  held  for  30  days  or 
more".  This  automatically  excludes  quantities  held  in  other  lo- 
cations and  under  different  conditions,  such  as  floor  stocks,  or 
what  are  generally  known  as  current  trading  stocks,  held  in  deal- 
ers' distributing  plants  or  packers'  branch  houses. 
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FRESH 

Holdings  of  apples  in  cold  storage  on  December  1 were  the 
equivalent  of  31*271*000  bushels.  This  quantity  is  4,7^3*000 
bushels  below  stocks  on  December  1 a year  ago  but  930*000  bushels 
above  the  December  1 average  for  the  5 years  1933“37« 

Total  holdings  of  all  varieties  of  pears  (largely  winter 
pears)  were  2,294,000  boxes  and  bushel  baskets.  A year  ago  this 
date  there  were  1,754*000  and  for  the  5 "year  average  1,454,000 
boxes  and  baskets. 


QUICK-FREEZE  PROCESSED1’  AND  ’’COLD  PACKED  AND  PRESERVED1’ 

'The'  segregation  of  "quick-freeze”  and  "cold-packed"  fruits 
is  still  in  an  experimental  stage  and,  therefore,  it  is  necessary 
to  combine  totals  of  both  methods  of  "pack"  in  making  comparisons. 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  fruits  on  hand  December  1,  193&* 
were  136,657*000  pounds,  which  compares  with  143,848,000  a month 
earlier  - a reduction  of  7*191*000  pounds  during  November.  Of  the 
total  December  1 stocks,  31*701,000  pounds  were  unclassified  as 
to  variety. 

"QUICK-FREEZE11  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  reduced  during  November  by 
2,632,000  pounds.  December  1 stocks  were  68, 759*000  as  compared 
with  32,503>000  pounds  for  December  1,  1937*

Page  #4  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  PRODUCTS  (12/12/38)- 

■ • Stocks  of  creamery  butter  decreased  during  November  by  35,413,000  pounds.  The  average 

out -of -storage  movement  for  the  month  in  the  past  5 years  has  been  29,907,000,  and  the  out- 
movement  a year  ago  was  32,433,000  pounds.  December  1 stocks  exceeded  those  of  a year  ago  by 
92,681,000  pounds  and  the  5~year  average  for  December  1 by  69,631,000. 

The  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  holdings  on  December  1 were  97,88p,000  pounds. 
There  were  also  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  purchases  (from  EPMA)  of  260,000 
pounds  still  in  storage  and  8,002,000  pounds  held  by  various  states  for  relief  distribution. 

The  total  of  8,262,000  pounds  in  the  latter  classification  is  not  subject  to  resale. 

Stocks  of  American  cheese  held  in  cold  storage  on  December  1 totaled  109,868,000  pounds, 
a decrease  of  5,483,000  pounds  from  November  1,  Holdings  were  16,235,000  pounds  heavier  than 
on  December  1,  1937,  and  16,397,000  above  the  5-year  average. 

The  net  out-of-storage  movement  of  shell  eggs  during  November  was  1,803,000  cases,  and. 
December  1 stocks  of  1,441,000  cases  were  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  date  with  the  exception 
of  19^3*  when  only  1,199,000  cases  were  in  storage.  There  were  1,231,000  fewer  cases  on  hand 
than  on  December  1 last  year  and  996,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

Stocks  of  frozen  egg  meats  also  have  been  reduced  to  below  average.  The  78,116,000  pounds 
on  hand  December  1 were  42,813,000  pounds  below  December  1 last  year  and  4,823,000  pounds  below 
the  5-year  average.  The  season  of  into-storage  movement  of  frozen  poultry  continued  during 
November  with  an  increase  in  stocks  of  40,145,000  pounds  of  all  varieties  of  this  commodity. 
December  1 stocks  exceeded  those  of  December  1 last  year  by  9,091,000  pounds  and  the  5-year 
average  by  9,635,000  pounds.

979.000  pounds  less  than  on  December  1,  1937*  and  46,366,000  below 
the  December  1 average  (1933~37)* 


Total  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  pork  increased  during  • • 
November  by  44, 953 ,000  pounds,  which  brought  December  1 stocks  to 

296,600,000  pounds.  This  quantity  was  approximately  10,000,000 
pounds  less  than  on  December  1 last  year  and  126,322,000  pounds 
less  than  the  5^year  average.  Stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats, 
totaling  406,179,000  pounds,  were  approximately  7 > 000, 000  less  than 
on  December  1 last  year  and  197 .. 000 ,000  pounds  less  than  the  5^year 
average . 


Lard  stocks  were  increased  by  4,6l4. 000  pounds.  December  1 
holdings  of  72,281,000  pounds  exceeded  those  of  December  1 last  year 
by  36,315>000  pounds  but  were  smaller  than  the  5~*year  average  by  .
